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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-5 are currently pending in the instant application. 

Priority 

This application is a 371 of PCT/JP03/1 1603, filed 09/1 1/2003. 
Acknowledgement is made of Applicant's claim of foreign priority of JP2002-266765, 
filed 09/12/2002. 

Abstract 

The abstract of the disclosure is objected to because it is more than one 
paragraph. The abstract should be in narrative form, generally limited to a single 
paragraph within the range of 50 to 150 words and should not exceed 15 lines of text. 
Correction is required. See MPEP § 608.01(b). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112, Z"'' Paragrapli 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification sliall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claims 1 and 2, the term "derivative" is indefinite. A derivative is a substance 
or compound obtained from, or regarded as derived from, another substance or 
compound. Claims 1-5 are drawn to a compound of formula I and the term "derivative" 
indicates that the claims are drawn to something derived from the claims rather than the 
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compound in the claims. In order to overcome this rejection, the term "derivative" 
should be amended to "compound." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the Invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public . 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
WO 01/32164. US Pat. No. 6,864,254 is from the same patent family as the reference 
and is cited in this action.

Claim 1 is drawn to a compound of the formula " R' , wherein R

alkylamino group or a Ci.4alkoxy-Ci-4alkoxy group. 

Claim 3 is drawn to a pharmaceutical preparation comprising a compound of 
claim 1. 

Claims 4 and 5 are drawn to pharmaceutical preparations with intended use and 
inherent properties. 
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WO 01/32164 discloses the compounds: 




6,864,254, col. 136, compound 217; col. 208, compound 346; col. 213, compound 355; 
col. 223-224, compounds 372 and 374). 

Additionally, the prior art reference discloses phamiaceutical preparations 
comprising the compounds, which are inhibitors of the 20-HETE-producing enzyme for 
treating kidney disease, cerebrovascular diseases and cardiovascular diseases (see 
col. 19-20 and 271). The recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must 
result In a structural difference between the claimed Invention and the prior art in order 
to patentably distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art 
structure is capable of performing the intended use, then it meets the claim.
